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the burden on those least able to bear it. There was a p e r i od
in Rome when a ma n, named Nartial, lived. N-a-r - t - i - a- l , so
it's clear how his name is spelled. And he wr o t e e p ig r a ms . And
the punch line in one of his epigrams was that t hi s i nd i v i d ua l
in Rome had precious little, but that precious little wound up
being taken from him when he came to Rome. So we l oo k at t h e
poor. Abrah am Lincoln s aid, God must have r eal l y l ov e d t he m
because he made so many of them. Jesus said, the poor you' ll
have always with you. But those are not admonitions for us, as
legislators, to try to create poor people a nd keep t h o s e who a r e
poor in that impoverished condition. It means that it ' s
probably a p r oblem that will never be solved. But those of us
who have the means should do what we can with th ose me ans to
help alleviate that problem. And we know how we would d e s i r e t o
be treated. We know how we treated those who wanted the capital
gains break. We kn ow how we treated ConAgra. We know how we
treated all of these big powerful interests who can still make
it without the breaks we gave them. Four m i l l i on do l l a r t ax
break to Ak-Sar-Ben. All the way across the board you c an se e
it. So here is what I 'm asking that you do, adopt this
amendment and exempt from the additional 1 percent sales tax
util ties, cl othing or household items o f an y k in d an d
d escr i p t i o n .

S PEAKER BARRETT: Th a n k y o u . Senator L a mb , w o u l d you c ar e to
discuss the Chambers amendment to the Schmit amendment?

SENATOR LANB: Yes, Nr. President, primarily because I' ve had my
light on for d ays n ow and every time I get my turn to speak
s omebody has an ot h e r amendment. ( Laughter.) I reall y a
question for Senator Schmit, but I don't see him right here.
Naybe he' ll be coming back in a moment. I woul d j u st h av e a
comment about the previous amendment by Senator Warner. I t h i n k
Senator Withem said that nobody knew what was happening. I
think almost everybody in this body should have been aware tha t
the Warner amendment would be automatic to protect the Highway
Trust Fund (laughter) after the Schmit amendment was adopted.
Ny question for Senator Schmit,and he's not here, but I' ll go
through this anyway, is exactly how his property tax would work,
property tax relief would work under hi s am endment. I
understand he has some other amendments to his amendment, but as
I read his a mendment, and then referring back to LB 89 on
page 9, lines 15 through 17, where it says " the money i n t h e
property tax relief account shall be distributed in the same
manner as p r o v i d e d i n S ection 7 9 - 1 3 3 4 " , which is the Sc hool
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
